Altboagb tbe worst Indian war iu 
Arisona endeU in 1886^ when Chief

warrior was still carrying terror to 
the hearts of the settlers iu that state. 
The Apache Kid was his name. 
bad Mice bem a scoot for our 
troops; then bis "heart went bad";

When Geroniujo stir- 
reudered, the Apache Kid "stayed 
out" and took the lone war trail. 

LiSte in the 'OVs a prospectoi 
named Jaci^ datk located a claim 
near Condon In the Santa Catuliu« 
mountaiDS north of Tucson. Clark had 
hoen a scout for the government in 
the Apache campaigns. He had liveO 
among tbe Walapal biffians for many 
years and bore the nickname ol 
"Walapai" Clark. One night an ol<] 
pack mare of Clark's was stolt u am) 
the trail showed that it was the work 
of a lone Indian. Clark felt sure ii 
-was the Apache Kid. 

••Walapai" knew that unless the In- 
dian kept the mare securely tied shi 
would escape and come back. A weeU' 
later she returned. Believing that tiK' 
thief would hot s^ve up such a valu- 
able animal so easily, Clark prepareii 
for his return. That night he siakei 
the mare out in a little park and con 
cealed himself in the tall grass near 
by. After hours of waiting, tbe scoui 
saw «n Indian's head' appear above 
the grass .Tt the edfje of the eJoarin;:. 
A second later another appeared ami 
both Indians crept toward the lioisr 

There was a full moon and Clark 
'could not miss. He fired and the flrsi 
Indian dropped. Like a flash the oth- 
er sped for the woods. "WalaFal" firec 
again. The Indian stumbled, alinosi 
fell and tben disappeared. Whei 
Clark reached the dead Indian. Ik 
fotind she was a squaw. The coward 
ly Kid had made her go ahead so that 
she would reoolve ilie deadly bullel 
if they were entering an ambush. 

Clark knew better than to hunt foi 
the wounded Indian that night.
